hours of the night and in cowardly dis- 
guise, to parsons of every age, sex and 
condition who dare to exercise a freedom 
of conduct, action or speech which disa- 
grees with the political doctrines of these 
marauders. This body of conspirator*, 
constituted for the purpose of crushing out 
many of tbe inherent liberties of the de- 
fenceless people of those states, defies the 
law and epurns the authority of the gov- 
ernment, and eo long as it oxieta so long 
will It be necessary to aid tbe civil author- 
ities with an armed force of the nation in 
putting down thia second rebellion and in 
bringing its leaden to speedy puniihme&t.

We must ei- 
ress our astonishment, at the omission of 
Ir. Dougherty to mention the bar, and

rato should be obtained from the Oil 
Creek road. It is considered by operators 
that $2 50 is the minimum price of ornde 
oil that will p>y for producing; that oil 
can be distilled and shipped here fot less 
than the cost of pumping it, must be told 
elie where.

Tho results of the use of shale 
oil or petroleum above referred to are still 
unanswered by any practical ten.
